Excluding the regular actors who formed the nuc¬ 
leus of UNIT, William Russell, ex-President of 
RADA, is the oldest of the Doctor's male com¬ 
panions ever to have graced the series. His inclu¬ 
sion in Dr Who was mainly to provide the action 
scenes beyond the scope of the even-more-senior 
William Hartnell, who was not expected to do 
stunt work of any kind. 

When William Russell and Jaqueline Hill left the 
series together in 1965, the producers decided to 
select replacements from a younger age group in 
the hope of winning greater audience indentifica- 
tion from the show’s legion of youthful viewers! 
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
